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Assad urges 
JemayeL Rush 
troops to Sidon 
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BEIRUT. - Syrian leader Hafez 
Assad yesterday urged President 
Amin Jemayei to send more 
troops to Sidon to gain control of 
eastern suburbs where fighting 
has raged for six days. 

A political source said the Sy- 
rian Air Force intelligence chief. 
Mohammed Khoii, delivered a 
letter from Assad to Jemayei 
yesterday after senior Syrian 
officials voiced fears that Israel 
was trying to create sectarian 
cantons in South Lebanon. 

The officials told the Lebanese 
Moslem ministers in Damascus on 
Sunday that they feared Israel u-ouid 
use militia allies to create and patrol 
a Christian “corridor" of land en- 


circling the Moslem cities of Sidon. 
Twe and Nabaiiya, the source told 
Reuters. 

The corridor would link the inland 
Christian iowtis of Jezzinc and Mar- 
jayoun with the coastal village oi 
N^oura on the border and the port 
of Jiyeh just north of Sidon. 

Khoii came to Lebanon at mid- 
tnorning yesterday and held five 
hours of talks with Jemayei and 
Prime MLnister Rashid Karameh. 

“We have discussed the tSidoni 
events and w ays of facing all even- 
nialiiies." Karameh told reporteni 
after the meedng. "We a gi^vern- 
mem are determined to shoulder our 
responsibility in safeguarding the 
citizens as well as the nation against 
anv harm ■

Soldier dies 
ofwoimds

METULLA. - An Israeli soldier, 
who was wounded on Saturday near 
Adwer in soufoem Lebanon, died 
yesterday of bis wounds, foe Israel 
Defence Forces spokesman 
announced. 

He was Turai (private) Marcus 
Hochstein, 21, of Kibbutz Beit 
Hashita. 

The funeral will be today at 4 p.m. 
at the kfobutz. 

The IDF came under enemy fire in 
South Lebanon yesterday, but there 
were no casualties. An IDF convoy 
came under rocket propelled gre- 
nade ^ nfear Juya on foe western 
front in the afternoon. In foe morn- 
ing, eight Katyusha rockets were

Israel tells UN it objects 
to Unifil troops on border 


Pott Diitiomatic Cmrespoodent 

Israel told foe UN yester^y of its 
strong objections lo foe idea that 
Unifil might more souihwards to 
deploy on the Israel-Lebanon bor- 
der in foe wake of foe army's with- 
drawal from Lebanon next month. 

David Kimche. director-general 
of foe Foreign Ministry, told senior 
UN diplomat Jean-Claude Aime 
that if Unifil troops are to stay on in 
South Lebanon. Israel wishes them 
to stay where they are - several 
kilometres north of the border. 

Better still. Kimche said. Unifil 
should extend its zone of operations 
to take in the Palestinian refugee 
camps on the west coast of South 
Lebanon, as Israel has often sug- 
gested. 

Unifil’s mandate will come up for 
. renewal at foe UN Security Coun^ 
t on April 19. Israel ideally would 
want the mandate to lapse and foe 
force to be disbanded, but this 
not happen given Lebanon's desire 
for the force lo stay, and foe contri- 
buting countries’ readiness to keep 
their contingents committed. 

In Oslo, Norwegian officials were 
reported to have decided at the 
weekend not to reduce the Norwe- 
gian contingent as eaiiier planned. 


LIN Undersecretary-General 
Brian Urquhart is expected here on 
Thursday for talks with top policy- 
makers on the future of L'nifil. 
Aime. meanwhile, is going to Beirut 
today for further meetings in adv- 
ance of Urquhart 's mission. 

Reuter reports ftom the UN that 
the 10 countries contributing troops 
to Unifil have called on Israel and 
Lebanon to take steps to ensure 
security for all concerned in foe area 
foUomng a full Israeli withdrawal. 

In a letter to Secrelary-Gener^ 
Javier Perez de Cuellar made public 
yesterday they said they would be 
willing to continue to support foe 
5.850-man force on that basis. 

In their note, the envoys deplored 
“all acts of violence presently occur- 
ring in the area." 

They said recent developments 
not onlv made it even more difficult 
for Unifil to fulfil its mandate but 
posed serious security risks to foe 
membeis of foe force . 

“The troop-contributing countries 
uigently call upon foe governments 
of Israel and Lebanon to meet the 
requirements necessary to ensure 
security all concerned in the area 
in the wake of a full Israeli withdraw- 
al behind international borders," 
they stated.

Setder shot in Ramallah 
buried in Jerusalem

The Jewish settler shot in the 
RamaUafa market on Sunday, Zal- 
man (Ziama) Abulnik* 52, was 
buried yesterday in Jerusalem's 
Givat Shaul cemetepr, after a cere- 
mony at his Samaria settlement of 
Given Hahadasha. north of Jeru- 
salem. 

Fellow settler David Ekheuboim 
paid tribute to Abulnik's “great spir- 
it whiefa permeated every stone of his 
settlement." 

Minister without Portfolio Yosef 
Sbapira represented the govern- 
ment. 

A spokesman for Birzeit Universi- 
ty Al^rt Aghazarian last night cate- 
gorically diaociated the university 
from Sunday's murder of Abulnik. 
The Council for Jewish Settlements 
in Judea, Samaria and Gaza had 


connected the college with the kin- 
ing. 

Aghazarian said last night that the 
univei^ was ooncetned that settlets 
would use the council's demand that 
the iimverrity be closed as a pretext 
for violent action against the uni- 
versity or members of its staff. 

“The whole thing could be used as 
provocation,” he said. 

There were no details on the in- 
vestigation of Abulnik's murder. It 
was, however, disclosed that, where- 
as Rav-Turai (corporal) Aharon 
Avidar was shot in February near the 
site of Abulnik's snirder with a 
9mm. pistol. Abulnik was shot with a 
.22 weapon. 

Both men were shot at point- 
blank range by an a^ailaot who 
sufaeequencly escaped. 





U.S. says negotiated solution 
still possible for West Bank

WASHINGTON. - The State De- 
partment yesterday said Israel's set- 
tlement activities on the West Bank 
have not necessarily ruled out a 
neratiated settlement. 

llie department reiterated the 
long-standing U.S. position that set- 
tlement activity ‘^as an obstacle to 
the peace process." 

it was re^srading to front-page 
reports in major U.S. newspapers 
yesterday on a new study by the 
West Bank Data Base Project by Dr. 
Meron Benvinisti (reported in The 
Jerusalem Fort on Sunday). 

A State Department spokesman 
said the U.S. government had not 
bad a chance to examine the report 
in detail and would not comment on 
it. However, it did issue a lengthy 
statement on settlements in general. 


Tbe report concluded that Israel 
has seized more than half of tbe 
territo^ in the West Bank. After 
critidziDg Israel's settlement activ- 
ity, the State Department said; "We 
do not, however, share tbe view of 
some that activities on the ground 
rule out the possibility of a negoti- 
ated settlement. 

"To the contrary, we believe that 
tbe facts brought out in studies sndi 
as the 1984 report by tbe West Bank 
Data Base Project point to the 
urgency at achiet*mg a negotiated 
resolution of the Aiab-Tsreli conflict 
based on Israel's recuni of territoiy 
in exchange for a just and durable 
peace." 

Tbe State Department went on to 
reiterate support for President 
Ronald Reagan's 1982 Middle-East 
peace plan.

Body of missing Jesuit priest 
found in Lebanon’s Bekaa 


BAALBEK (Reuter) . - Tbe body of 
Dutch Jesuit priest Nicholas lOui- 
ters, 43. who vanished in eastern 
Lebanon’s Bekaa Valley on March 
14, was foond yesterday near a til- 
lage norfo of Baalbek. Lebanese 
security sources said. 

They said the badly decomposed 
body was discovered in a deep pit on 
the outskirts of Nabha, not far from 
where Kluiter’s abandoned car was 
found. The car contained a note 
signed Vengeance Party - a pre- 
viously unknown group. 

• A Jesuit spokesman in Beirut said 
he believed the body was' that of 
Klutters because a Jesuit «fro in- 
spected it recognized the priest's 
clothes. 

A spokesman at the Dutch 
Embassy in Beirut said tbe Jesuit 
order in tbe Lebanese capital <tid not 
believe IGtuters' abduction was poli- 
tically motivated. 

"They think it is a aiminal act.” 
he said. "He was carrying a lot of 
mosey and cheques. " 

No group has claimed responsibil- 


ity for the kidnapptqg of four Beirut 
Jews in separate locidrats in the past 
few days. The leader of the Beirut 
Jewish communiTy Yitzhak Sasson, 
65, was forced into a car near his 
home on Sunday by three gunmen 
after his return from Abu DhabL 
The three others are EU Hallak, a 
doctor; Haim Cohen and Elie Srour. 

The kidnappings of Jews followed 
Che abduction of nine westerners in 
Beirut and" Tripoli- Three of the 
nine, two Britons and a French- 
woman, have since been released.

THE JERUSALEM Municipality’ is 
makiag a concerted effort to bring 
Arab villages within the city’s 
boundaries into the urban structure 
(ri die capital. 

For more than two years now. the 
municipality has be<ra working to 
incorporate them into the city's com- 
preheosive master plan, whi^ is the 
basis for all future development. 

And last week a major step was. 
taken when the Local Planning 
Commission approved four detailed 
town plans for the northern neigh’ 
bonrhoods of Shu'afat and Beit 

Waning 

“The aim is to bring develr^xnent 
in the Arab sector up to the urban 
standards accepted by. the Jewish 
sector, and to inake long-term plan- 
ning possible,'* says Jerusalem 
depnty-d^ engineer Yoel Maiinov . 

“Master plans for some 70 to 80 
per cent of the capital’s Arab neigh- 
bourhoods are now at various stages 
^ development. In contrast, most of 
foe villa^ in foe Galilee do not 
have master plans yet,” be says. 

The four new town plans SB in the 
details of die sketchy “Master Plan 
3000” for foe hilly ridge stretching 
from foe Atarot industrial zone to 
Shu'afat. Conceived by Jerusalem 
Ci^ Engineer Amnon Niv, it was 
drawn up in conjunction with a mass 
of development in the Jewish sector 
in north Jerusalem. 

At the same time as the new 
Jewish suburb of lisgat 2>'ev de- 
veloped on the eastern side of foe 
Ramalkth road, dty planners drew 
up designs for develofanent in the 
Arab vfllages on the western side of 
foe fhoronghfare. A grid of roads, 
flan ked by iodustrial and commer- 
cial businesses, is to link east and 
west.

Nevertheless, the transition from 
village to urban suburb in not with- 
out labour pains, .-\nother master 
plan, that of Beit Safafa in the south 
of Jerusalem, is nearing the final 
stage of approval - and foe residents 
are confronted with a new incompre- 
hensible system.

OTY PLANNERS have designed a 
new type of neighbourbood, to re- 
flect housing customs and foe Ufc- 


styie in Arab vSlages. "The buikfir^ 
permitted is to be less dense than in 
foe Jewish sector, with a maximum 
of six housing units per dunam. The 
buildings wil! be low. each property 
with a separate e.ntrance.'' says 
Marinov. 

“We abandoned the idea of shiku- 
nim housing blocks, since foe one 
attempt we made a: building a shi- 
kim for Arab residents has gener- 
ated problems. 

“But we live in a cit>\ not a village, 
and this requires a certain price from 
foe residents. So we are trying to 
create something in between - semi- 
ufoan and semi-rural,” be explains. 

* The completion of foe master 
plans for Jerusalem's Arab villages 
will enable long-term planning, and 
will systematize the procedure for 
approval of building Bcences in foe 
villages. At present, these licences 
are approved through a clause in the 
Planning and Building Law which 
stipulates (bat licence may be ^veo 
in areas without master plans ’'under 
special circumstances.” 

“Until we began to prepare the 
master plans, foe building in the 
villages was haphazard. As a result, 
we are confironied with tremendous 
problems now. The physical facts 
already exist, and we bsve to plan 
around foem.” says Marinov. 

“Plan 3000" has already come 


underfire from the opposition in foe 
city council. Likud city councillor 
Shlomo Toussia-Cohen questioned 
foe need for “grandiose plans, which 
will encourage Arab immigration (to 
the capital).” 

But in the munidpality foe plan - 
and foe entire development of mas- 
ter plans for foe Arab neigbbour- 
boofo- is viewed as a pragmatic way 
of dealing with urban issues. 

“Long-term planning confronts 
the problems of an increasing shor- 
tage of housing in the Arab sectOT.” 
says municipal spokesman Rafi 
Davara. “The probiem is aggravated 
by the housing standards, which dif- 
fer from those common in the Jewish

sector. 

“If ‘foey do not change to allow 
denser housing, young couples will 
soon have nowhere to go. In the 
village of Silwan, south of foe Old 
Gty. there is already nowhere to 
build,” he adds. 


“If we were only asked to give up 
land for public use. for the benefit of 
foe village, that would be fine. But 
foe plans call for the construction of 
two major roafo through Beit Safafa 
' In addition to the Gilo-Part thor- 
oughfare that has already been 
buBt." he claims. 

“At the munidpality I am told that 
the roads are long-term planning - 
maybe 100 years from now. But in 
foe meantiine people come to me for 
help. They cannot get building li- 
cences now as they are told a road 
will eventually pass through their 
land." says Abu Ibrahim. 


UNDER NORMAL dicumstances, 
building Bcences are not granted 
until foe plans for the area in 
question are approved. But in this 
case, all development in the Arab 
sector would be stymied for a long 
time. 

“We are coatinuing to issue 
building licences, wb3e approval for 
foe master plan is pending - except 


“The system by which land is 
expropriated for public purposes is 
hard to explain to the residents. 
They think that because I'm the 
mukhtar I can move the road that 
vriU cut through their property. I try 
to explain that even the mayor can- 
not move a road just like chat. 


What planners call pro^es- 
rive urbanization may be perceived 
in foe villages as a loss of their 
traditional lifestyle. 

“First foe GUO'Pan road cut Beit 
Safafa in two. Now two more roads 
will slice it again. What will be left of 
our village?" aaks Abu Ibrahim.

For the fust quarter of this year, 
diamond exports reached S300.3m. 
as against S276.2m. in the January- 
March period a year ago.

year stand at S40m. compared with 
S35.4m. in the same period last year, 
the quantity of incoming rough 
stones showed a 5% drop - to 
S218.8m. - during this year’s first 

quarter. . . 

Ephraim Rariv. the ministry s 
official in charge of the diamond 


sector, said about 8,000 persons are 
currently employed in the trade. 

In related nevre, 45 Isr^li jewelry 
manufacturers will participate in the 
1985 Jewelry Week exhibition, 
opening next Monday at Jerusalem's 
Ramada Renaissance Hotel. So far, 
about 130 foreign buyers are sche^ 
duled to attend. 

For the first time, XsraeH-made 
watches, crafted according to Swiss 
knowhow, will be on display along 
with a wide range of gold and divrt 
jewelry items, many of them inlaid 
with precious gemstones. 

Yohanan Levy, director of the 
ministry’s light industries and textile 
division, told reporters that the U.S. 
is now Israel's biggest market for itt 
jewelr%' exports, taking 75 percent of 
the total. As a result. Israel is today 
America's second-largest jewelry 
supplier, preceded only by Italy.

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The wrong answers 

THE MAN who murdered Zalman Abulnik in the Ramallah 
marketplace on Sunday may be the same assassin who killed 
Coqxiral Aharon Avidar a short distance from that location 
two months ago. Although he is still at large, he must be aware 
that the security authorities have chalked up an impressive 
record in flushing out the killers of Jews in the territories. 

But is there anything that Israel should do, besides hunting 
down the murderer and putting him on trial? 

The Council of Jewish Settlements in Judea. Samaria and 
Gaza, not unexpectedly, thinks there is. The council has for 
some time now been urging the government to deport “PLO 
indters" across the border, close down all the West Bank 
universities, and rescind the limitations on new Jewish settle- 
ment. Seizing on the Ramallah murders, the council, meeting 
Sunday night, reiterated those demands. ' 

Specifically, it called for a new settlement to be set up - by 
“volunteers." acting on their own - without delay near 
Ramallah. This, it said, would constitute the “elementary 
Zionist response" to the killing. 

The illegal attempt at settlement was started yesterday, but 
was cut short by the army. 

The truth of the matter is that the security situation in the 
West Bank has not changed recently for the worse. This is 
pointed out by the settlers themselves when their purpose is to 
puncture the impression that settlements, supposedly a hedge 
against terrorism, in fact help fan it. In a meeting with young 
kibbutzniks last month. Gush Emunim's Zvi Slonim portrayed 
relations between the settlers and their Arab neighbours as 
well-nigh idyllic. 

When it serves their purpose, however, the settlers will raise 
the roof about the incidence of terrorism. But their prescrip- 
tions would only make matters worse. 

New broom for the police 

POLICE FORCES are expected to make news by catching 
criminals. But for several years now the Israel Police, along 
with some successful crime-busting, has tended to generate 
another kind of news. 

Internal intrigues, jockeying for jobs and wars of comman- 
ders within the force have been grabbing the headlines. 
Professional arguments among police leaders have had a way of 
turning into open allegations of incompetence, and worse. 

Policemen's brutality towards civilians, presumably in the 
exercise of police duties, has also become notorious, as have 
aerations suggesting that some officers hobnob socially with 
dubious characters, or twist evidence or even perjure them- 
selves. 

Clearly the time has come for a new broom to sweep clean a 
police force that now also has the advantage of a minister 
devoting all his time, effort and personal prestige to police 
matters. 

This is not to suggest that outgoing Inspector General Arye 
Ivtzan. who this week ends 36 years of service in the force, is to 
blame for everything that went wrong during the four years of 
his stewardship at the top. True, he leaves a host of unsolved 
problems, some of which he helped to create in his effort to 
overcome the symptoms - leaks to the press - of the disease he 
was unable to cure. 

Yet Mr. Ivtzan should be given due credit for seeking to raise 
police efficiency by equipping it with the implements of modem 
technology and by staffing it with many qualified experts. 

Unfortunately, this has not been nearly enoa^ to restore the 
police's image which is so essential in maintaining the public’s 
confidence in the force. 

The new inspector general, David Kraus, takes over amid 
urgent demands that he act without delay to repair that image. 

Rav-Nitzav Kraus must, therefore, mobilize the force to 
attain the kind of excellence that may already exist potentially. 

Above all, he must set exacting standards of probity for his 
entire command. To help him achieve this goat. Mr. Kraus has 
been allowed by the minister of police, Haim Bar-Lev. to make 
all new appointments to the force on his own, without any 
interference. This is a rare opportunity', which Mr. Kraus 
should not miss. 

In fashioning a better police force, the new' inspector genera) 
will encounter numerous difficulties. One major difficulty 
arises from the country's economic condition. The cuts in social 
services that are. like all other cuts, to aid in hastening the day 
of economic recovery, are in the meantime likely to aggravate 
social tensions - and thus may contribute to the spread of crime . 

But the police itself is not going to receive ail the funds that 
will be needed to meet the new challenges. It will thus be hard 
put to purchase up-to-date equipment, and to attract outstand- 
ing new recruits. A lean police force will have to make do with 
the available resources, spending prudently where it will 
benefit the most. This will test Kraus's qualities of 
leadership to the limit. 

Like Mr. Ivtzan before him, Mr. Kraus rose through the 
ranks to the highest post in the police. His formative years on 
the force w'ere in the early days of the state, where a murder was 
still a sensation, a woman could walk the beach alone at night 
without fear, and people would nonchalantly leave their doors 
unlocked when leaving their homes. 

Times have changed, but the police has not adequately kept 
up with the changes. It is Mr. Kraus's brief to see to it that the 
force is made, in short order, equal to its task in a society far 
more complex and violent than the one in which he w'as himself 
originally trained.

THE NINTH LandDay, a major red 
letter protest day of Arabs - 

and also in recent years of the 
Palestinian Arhbs under Israeli 
occupation - has come and gone, 
relatively peacefully. 

Compared with the fitful violence 
of past years, the demonstialioDS in 
Arab villages and towns dns year 
were hardly merited by any 
confiontatioas. Youngsters were 
even more dicunispect in showh^ 
green, black, trinte and red PLO 
and evinced a measure ngen- 
uity in waving tlie four sqiarate 
colouis on adjacent poles. The eSect 
was the same. 

This Land Day seemed less signifi- 
cant in Israel Itself but more impor- 
tant as a symbol of Palestinians 
under Israeli occupation. 

In part Us more peaceful tenor in 
Israel reflects the internal disdpline 
maintained by activists of the two 
Arab parties, the Communists and 
tbe Prpgr^ive list, and the oiga- 
nizatioas identified with them. 
Another influence was the fiiendly 
overtures from the Peres govern- 
ment and the minister in charge of 
Arab affairs, Ezer Wmzman, after 
seven years of Likud rule. 

Many of these overtures are so far 
just deciaratioas like Qte announce- 
ment that the swollen viBage of 
Umm ei-Fahm would be ^ven muni- 
cipal status, that anny traming Area 
Nine near Sakhnin in Central 
Gahiee would be' unfrozra for agzi- 
cultnral use, and that there will be a 
more tolerant attitude to illegal 
building in Arab areas. 

Such declarations by tbe autiior- 
ities follow other ^mbotic acts like 
the visit of President Chaim Herzog 
to Nazareth and of greater practical 
importance promises to increase 
govenunent bud^ allocations to 
Arab towns and villages. The good- 
will inherent in such steps has not 
been lost on the Arab leadership, 
but hei^teoed .expectatfons not- 
withstanding, they are vraiting to see 
if the promises will be kept. 


GENERATIONS OF Jewish scho- 
lars have been prominent in unlock- 
ing the treasures of the Arab- 
Moslem dvilization. It was pre- 
emioeatiy the work of Jewish trans- 
lators and learned Jewish merchants 
that fertilized a barbarized and bare- 
ly literate medieval Christian 
Europe with the glittering products 
of Arabic sdeoce and phifo^hy. 

Similarly, in the modern era, 
Koranic and associated studies 
would have been much poorer with- 
out tiie subtle insists of Jewteh 
scholars - Ignaz Ooldziber and 
Eugen Mitiwoch among fiiem. 

The romance that flourished be- 
tween these doughty explorers of the 
human spirit and the religious- 
culturalgeniusoflshmael, however, 
at no time threatened to overwhelm 
the Jewish self-respect and integrity 
of the former. .Thu can hardly be 
said of a some%^t difiiereat brand 
of Jewish Arabists that has caught 
th^ubUc eye in recent years.

ISRAEL’S ARABS have much to 
prot^ aboot: the overc i owt fin g in 
their schools, is abominable; tbe 
qaahty of edneation tbdr dnldren 
receive is nearly always fer below 
that in Jewirii sc^ls; md hundreds 
of tiiousands of Arab workears are 
forced to travel considerable (fis- 
tances to woik in the indnstrial and 
urban centres of the coastal plain 
because there are almost no local 
indnstiial plants; and although for- 
mally they enjoy equal status as 
citizens, their day-to-^y contact 
witii individiial Jews and with the 
Israeli administtation inw>h«sbiuni- 
Uating acts and discrimination.

Tb^ have the 
longest life spans of any Arabs in the 
hCddle East; the lowest infant moi^ 
tality rates; the greatest freedom 
from disease. Lest diese facts be 
taken for granted, let it be remeni- 
bered they are die result of the 
dev^opment of a modem, demooa- 
tic welfare state -- fecael. As for 
economic well-being, although 
Israel’s Arabs still lag behind £e 
majori^ of fee Jewish population, 
they are wefl ahead of any Arab 
pc^^tioo in the hfidrfle East. 

For all the real jMoblems in Arab 
education, fee availalntity of school- 


ing and tbe p ereqrtage growth in 
qiuifiiy imiveiiaty ediicatim 
railed in the T^ab world. . 

Above all - and to tins, many 
anti-brael Arabs .will ^test'- livzng 
hi a democratic society, wife aS its 
discrimination, daily prori^ rij^ 
not foimd in ^ sonoonefing .^ab 
world. 

Such a Isting of diese advantages 
is in so way intended to serve- as 
justification for discrimination. 
Hgbting it is not only fee xi^t of 
braeli Arabs, but also tbefr duty, 
and feey - deserve fee support of 
every w^-intentioned Israw Jew m 
feat struggle. In dns sense Ezer 
Weizman’s pdicy overtures to fee 
Arab community are weloonie and 
long overdue. But feat is not fee 
whole story.

War I andhas canristentiy supported 
efibits to bring justice ^ security 
to fee region. The fact that the 
Middle East has not made more 
pro gr e ss towards establishing a dur-
